The many talents of the 
Oakton High School art 
students have surfaced and 
blossomed under the able 
guidance of Mrs. Jacobs and 
Mrs. Mast. Examples of this 
talent can be seen during 
the annual art exhibit and on 
a more frequent basis in the 
hallways of Oakton. The art 
students take their work 
seriously and anyone who 
has taken an art course at 
Oakton knows that these 
classes are not a vacation.

The English department is the largest one at Oakton, having 24 
faculty members with Mrs. Minnehan serving as the chairman. 
The department includes the areas of drama, journalism, English, 
reading and public speaking. General English classes for grades 9- 
12 cover two areas of literature; American literature and English 
literature. Freshmen learn to write well developed paragraphs. 
Sophomores write multi-paragraph essays, and juniors and seniors 
work with literary analysis. Some teachers require their students 
to keep journals, others demand those dreaded timed-writings. 
G.T. classes are offered for those students who excel in English. 
Seniors can take AP English which offers an extra .5 on their GPA. 
A special materials class for juniors and seniors who are non- 
native English speakers is new this year. In the spring, the English 
department sponsors a writing contest.
